Flood at Fort Wayne. 

Fort Way.ne, Feb. rj — Tlio iilmo-it inces- 
sant rain.s of tin- jjn-st wi-<-k lia\ c proiluccMl a 
flo<xl only sni paNs««l by the grt^at ffcshet of 
four years ago. and wliicli pmmiM snowto 
e eclij)se<l. At the contluenco of tSt. Mary's 
and Kt. Jofioi)irs rivers, forming the M-aunu-e, 
water rose five feet lii.st iii;;)it and is now ris- 
six inches an hour, Alonf; tlio Mauineo, b<*- 
tween tbis city and Toledo, great disti ess is 
reportwd, and famlUes in many instances have 
removed to upper stories of tlioir houses or 
have abandoned them altogether.

Keokuk, Iowa, had the heaviest .storm— a fall 
of l.oi inches. The severe rainfall here did 
nut occur until alter the morning observation 
had been taken.
